Your letter addressed to the Central Intelligence 
Agency, has been referred to this office for reply. The 
Strategic Services Unit has responsibility for the residual 
activities of the OSS. 


The letter you recoived from the Department of 
the Army probably referred to the Central Intelligence Group, 
the Strategic Services Unit of the War Department, and the 
Office of War Information, all of which had separate records 
which are now under the jurisdiction of this office. Access 
to these records is not permitted to non-government employees 
since most of theni aro still considered classified. 


There is a great deal of information on espionage 
and intelligence available from non-classified sources, 
including the two books by Allen Dulles, ‘'The Craft of 
Intelligence,” and "The Secret Surrender.” In addition. Hr. 
Dulles contributed an article to the 1963 Encyclopedia 
Bri tunica Yearbook. There are also several books available 
on Special Operations Executive, such * as, ’BOE— France,” by 
Michael Foot, ”Inside SOE,” by Cookeridge, and "Baker Street 
Irregular."
